St. Augustine, Florida, was i ho 
host of the state association of ths 
deaf, May 22-24, 1917. 

While ii was not :i large gather- 
ing on aoOOQDt of I ho war crisis, it 
whs a representative body Of intel- 
ligent, self supporting donf citizens 
of t ho state. Many of 1 1 1 < ^ delegates 
were alumni or former student! of 
the stale school, and there were 
many happy meetings of old class- 
mates ami frleods. *^ui t o a num- 
ber of the delegates got, their educa- 
tion in schools of other states, bat 
bave made their homes la Florida. 

TUKBDAV, MAY 22. 

The first meeting of the oo oven 
tion was called to order at 10:30 
A.M., in the spacious andilorium at 
the State School for the Deaf and 

the Blind, by Prof. 0. W. Under- 
hill, Chairman of the Committee on 
Arrangements, nearly thirty Ave 
delegates being present. 

On the stage sat acting Major' II. 

D. Davis , in the absence of Major 
J. K. Ingraham; Son .'• W. Bates, a 
former member of the board of 

trustees Of tbe state school, taking 

the place of Hon. P. K. Jennings, of 
Jacksonville, who was nnable to 
come; Dr. A. ii. Walker, president 
of the state school} Dr. i>. n. Ratter, 

pastoi of the (.race Methodist 
church; lie v. J. W. Michaels, 

Baptist evangelist to the deaf of tbe 

South, and Frank K. Philpott of St. 
Cloud. 

Mayor Davis welcomed tin* dele- 
gates to the cily of St. Augustine in 
a brief hut cordial speech. lie, 
being an old resident of St. Angus- 
line, expressed his great pleasure 

to meet ho many oT whom he often 
Haw while they were in school, and 
to know that, they have made suc- 
cess in life. He laid emphasis on 

the value of such meetings of the 
deaf, saying that by Interval meet 

ing of the deaf citizens of the state, 
their views of life become broader, 
lion. .1. W. Bates, also is an old 
resident of city, had seen many of 
the alumni in their school days, 
and in a few well-chosen words, 
said it was a great pleasure to him 
to be with the delegates, said the 

deaf are looked upon as among the 

best of American citi/.cuship, and in 
proving this he pointed to the eac 
cess and good work foi the deaf of 

Florida are making. 

Dr. A. II. Walker, the president 
then spoke wonls of greetings to 
the Convention. He said that an 

other dream of bit had cone true, 

lie said when h<> Hist came to 
Florida in 1908, to be engaged in 
the educating of her deaf and blind 
children, ho had a dream thai Floi 
ida would have a modern school for 

the deaf and the blind children, 
and it in aboul realised now, for to 
day Florida has as line a school as 
there is in any state. Another 
dream was the meeting of his for 
mor pupils and Otnei Florida deaf at 
a reunion, after some years of life 
work, and ho showed great emotion 

and gratitude when he saw before 

him just as line a bunch of Intel J | 
gen | deal people, many of whom 
wore educated under him, as there 
is in the country.

Thursday, May 24th. The last 

Session of the convention was called 

to order in the auditorium al the 

Slate School for the Deaf and the 
Blind at 8:30 o'clock this morning. 
Alter invocation by Dr. J. W. 
Michaels, Baptist evangelist, to the 

deaf or the South, President 0. W. 

Hndorhill made an address to the 
audience, taking for his subject, 
Cure I'm Deaf-Mutism. lie showed 
how the deaf could forget their 
own lack of lire souse of healing 
by mixing with the hearing public, 
and impressing on iliem that the 
ileal', in their h Idiot inn are as happy 
as anyone, and do not realize their 
handicap. 

lie also urged the CO operation of 
every member of the association to 
educate the public that the deaf are 
no WOtse than their hearing bre- 
thren, and are capable of doing 
good ami hard work. lie gave 

some Instances that showed the 

increasing tendency toward employ- 
ing Iho deaf on account, of their 
faithfulness al work, and predicted 
Hie time would soon come when 
the people would prefer (leaf people 
to the hearing in lines of business 
and work. Ho pointed lo the 
I. ict that the (Joolyoar Rubber 
Company of Akron, ()., after-trying 
a few ileal' men, has advertised for 
one thousand able bodied deaf men 
to work in their plant, and that (he 
Ford Automobile Company of De- 
troit are calling for more deaf em- 
ployes, because of their conviction 
that I hey make bettor workmen. 

The president's address was fol- 
lowed by an able paper on F.ureiorr 
cy Among the Deaf, by Prof. Bo* 

gene Hogh) of the faculty of Hie 

state school. He declared that the 

efficiency among the deaf is improv- 
ing, and that they are ranked 
wilh Iho most efficient workmen in 
the WOtld, owing not only to their 
ambition to do iheii work to the 
very best of their ability, and sup 

ported his arguments with many

presentation speech. All that Mr. 
Hndorhill, surprised as he was by 
the gift, could say with his eyes 
soaked with tears of appreciation, 

was " I thank you." 

The delegates declared that they 
thoroughly enjoyed every minute 
spent iu the city, and were only too 
sorry when time earns for them to 
depart, after a most successful and 

profitable meeting.

The third annual of the Detroit 
Division No. 3, N. F. S. D., which 
took place Wednesday evening, 
May 30th, will go down in the 
annuals of that Organisation as one 
most markedly hi illiant and enjoy- 
able.

The writer, her daughters and 
Wm Japes look 0:30 A.M. Inter- 
in ban Monday, June Ith, and were 
two hours enroots to Flint, arriving 
real tired and hungry. The most 
difficult part or the trip of was on 
Woodward Avenue, from the In 
terurbaii Station to the city limits, 
due to the traffic. 

The writer carried her camera, 
shooting whatever Sights and scenes 
caught her fancy. All Iho towns 
along the way are situated on low- 
lying clay. 

There are numerous factories, 
grain elevators and saw-mills, and 
forest -land — especially pines. 

The small towns and desolate 
regions outside the great cities 
where tin progressive, uncultured 

folks live, is. also a part of iho real 
United Stales. 

From town to town everything 
was a turmoil and confusion of 
sweeping and scrubbing ami clean 
ing. Ai every stopping thei 

some peculiar character— ft waiter 

In shirt sleeves and carpet slippers 

lushed up lo the car and looked 
about excitedly. 

Orion (a resort) and Rochester, a 
modern little town of small popula- 
tion, were the towns that showed 
much improvement,. From Roch- 
ester to Flint, there ate plenty of 
hills, clay soil spoiled with pebbles. 
Men and women were farming. 
Some excitement was occasioned 
when Iho conductor turned on the 
electric lights, just, pievious to 
going through a little tunnel of 
about six yards in length. Upon 
entering the city of Flint, we saw 
the house with No. 1016, the pro- 
pety of EI. U. McL.ichlan of De- 
troit. 

Wo reached Flint at 11:L"> AM., 
and O. Japes, who had been in 
Flint for four days, joined us at the 
Hotel Dresden. We their went to 
the School for the Deaf. Flint is a 
splendidly built city, many houses 
being of stone and brick. 

Tiie M. S. D. buildings are su- 
perb, and the campus beautiful. 
The trees had unfolded their fra- 
grant leaves and the bursting buds 
of the flowers expanded.

That classification 
has caused the people of the State to 
look upon them as a home for the 
Deaf and Blind youth, rather than 
as an educational institution. In 
■electing Professor Burdette as Su- 
perintendent, I have sought to 
an educator whose standing 
ability will contribute toward chang- 
ging the public estimate of the 
Schools. Professor Burdette was 
endorsed in the very strongest terms 
for another position by such educat- 
ors as Dr. Trotter, President of the 
University, Professor Robert A. 
Armstrong, Professor Barbe, Colonel 
Thomas E. Hodges and Professor 
Uidley."
